Unlike President Lee, who said he was, “pleased 
with the opinion in the case,” other officials were 
not.as pleased with the decision. 

Sen. Orrin Hatch, R-Utah, who co-drafted a bill 
to provide for tax deductions on money spent to 
subsidize missionaries with several others, said in 
an Associated Press story he was disappointed in 
the ruling. 

“This decision will adversely affect many families 
in Utah and in other states around the nation,” 
Hatch said in the AP story. “The financial contribu- 
tions families make to support individual missionar- 
ies are no different than general contributions 
made directly to the church.”

A Supreme Court ruling Monday 
may hit parents supporting LDS mis- 
sionaries right in the pocketbook. 

According to the Missionary De- 
partment of The Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints, most 
missionaries are funded by their par- 
ents. These funds are given directly 
to the missionary or routed through 
their home ward. 

Charitable contribution tax laws 
had been based on White vs. the 
United States, which stipulated that 
allowable donations were not to be 
given directly to missionaries, said 
Esther Klingensmith of the Internal 
Revenue Service. She said there 
were generally no audits made on 
“anusual” church contributions in 
Utah, Colorado, Wyoming, Okla- 
homa and Kansas. 

A writ delivered Monday by 
Supreme Court Justice Sandra Day 
O’Connor, for a unanimous court, has 
changed the ground rules. 

She said contributions can’t be 
made directly to a missionary, but 
must be made directly to a church. 


Supreme Court decisions ordinar- 
ily are retroactive, said J. Clifton 
Fleming Jr., associate dean of the J. 
Reuben Clark Law School and profes- 
sor of law. “It’s the Supreme Court’s 
option to decide not to use it (the 
retroactive clause). 

“Normally there is a three-year 
statute of limitations with the IRS 
using the April 15 date,” said Flem- 
ing. 
“Parents who have given funds di- 
rectly to missionaries (and filed in- 
come tax) since 1987 could be up for 
adjustment by the IRS,” he said. 
“Tt‘s not going to be an easy issue for 
the IRS to deal with.... The IRS is 
probably not going to have the re- 
sources to go after very many,” he 
said. 

A statement from Bruce L. Olsen, 
managing director of public communi- 
cations for the LDS Church, said, 
“According to the decision, direct 
missionary contributions made by 
parents will be tax deductible if they 
are paid under the provisions of a for- 
mal trust agreement.” This would re- 
quire missionaries to use donated 


funds for missionary purposes.

Funding runs o

The BYU Earth Science Museum is looking at the possi- 
bility of closing its doors, the museum’s curator said. 

Because a grant from the National Science Foundation 
has run out and funding from BYU is minimal, the mu- 
seum may close and only conduct tours on a pre-arranged 
basis, Wade Miller said. 

Miller said closing the museum would allow him and the 
assistant curator, Kenneth Stadtman, to work on the 
preparation of collections. 

“We can’t do research until the material is prepared,” 
Stadtman said. “We desperately need funding help in the 
collection phase and in the preparation phase.” 

Right now there are from 60 to 80 tons of unprepared 
bones in storage under the football stadium, Rod Hor- 
rocks, cartographer for the museum said. 

If prepared, these bones would help make up one of the 
largest Jurassic Period collections in the United States,

Miller said he is considering closing the mu- 
seum, except for pre-arranged tours, because of 
a lack of funding.

Stadtman said. BYU pays the costs for building mainte- 
nance, a few part-time student employees, and the two 
curators. All other funds come from private donations or 
grants, and grants are increasingly harder to come by, he 
said, 

A six-year grant from the National Science Foundation 
ran out in the fall of 1989 and was rejected for renewal 
because the foundation does not want to get involved with 
long-term funding. 

Donations are also hard to come by, Stadtman said. 
BYU taps the community for its needs, so it is very hard 
for satellite organizations to tap it further, he said. 

The museum was able to hire two full-time preparators 
in 1983 through the foundation’s grant. Since fall 1989, 
there has been one preparator, Stadtman said. 

He said if the museum does not receive another grant it 
will lose the other preparator, and museum research will 
revert to a two-man operation. 

“If we have to depend entirely on university funding 
then just the two of us are really limited in what we can

nia’s first multiparty election in 53 
years was free of fraud. 

The main opposition parties 
charged results of Sunday’s balloting 
were rigged, called Romania’s first 
attempt at democratic voting a fail- 
ure, and said they would contest the 
elections in court. 

Ion Ratiu, the National Peasants’ 
Party’s presidential candidate, said 
he would take legal action to have the 
election declared “null and void.” 

He vowed to fight “against the re- 
newal of Communism in Romania,” 
which he said Iliescu represents. 

Iliescu, 60, came to power in the 
December revolution against Nicolae 
Ceausescu and was the heavy pre- 
election favorite. He drew huge cam- 
paign crowds, especially in the coun- 
tryside where he was seen as the man 
who saved Romania from the Com- 
munist dictator. 

The campaign occasionally turned 
violent, but no major incidents were 
reported Sunday. 

First official results published by 
the state news agency Rompres sug- 
gested an overwhelming win for Ili- 
escu. 

Most official results were not ex- 
pected until Wednesday because of 
the heavy turnout, estimated at more 
than 85 percent of the 16 million eligi- 
ble voters, and the complicated bal- 
lot, which contained more than 30 
pages. 

Five hundred foreign observers 
fanned out across the country watch- 
ing for voting irregularities, and 
whether they added up to acceptable 
or unacceptable election violations. 

The United States has said future 
U.S-Romanian relations and U.S. 
trade concessions important to Roma- 
nia’s shattered economy are condi- 
tional on whether the elections were 
“fully free and fair.”

Palestinian injures 10 
in attack on tour bus

AMMAN, Jordan — A Palestinian 
out to avenge the murder of seven 
Arabs by an Israeli civilian boarded a 
tour bus Monday with a dagger and 
pistol and shot or stabbed 10 people, 
leaving at least one in critical condi- 
tion, police said. 

The slayings Sunday of the un- 
armed Palestinian workers sparked 
an angry anti-American demonstra- 
tion near the U.S. Embassy in Am- 
man on Monday. They also brought 
new threats from the Palestine Liber- 
ation Organization and set off 
protests in Jordan’s Palestinian 
refugee camps. 

. In the Israeli-occupied territories, 
three Palestinians were killed and up 


. to 100 wounded by Israeli soldiers 


Monday in continuing riots in re- 
sponse to Sunday’s shootings. 

The tour bus, with 30 people 
aboard, was parked near a popular 
tourist spot — the Roman amphithe- 
ater in downtown Amman — when 
the 28-year-old assailant boarded and 
“threatened to shoot if anybody 
moved,” said a police spokesman. 

“The tourists were scared and 
many started shouting, which pushed 
the gunman to fire in all directions,” 
the official said, speaking on condition 
of anonymity. 

When his 7mm pistol ran out of bul- 
lets, the gunman pulled a dagger and

Police arrested Ahmad Badwan, 
28, a Palestinian living in Amman and 
carrying a temporary Jordanian 
passport, officials said.

The 
seven laborers slain by a roadside in 
outside Tel Aviv Sunday were also 
from Gaza. 

Israeli authorities said psychiatric 
tests had been ordered for the gun- 
man in the Tel Aviv attack, a 21-year- 
old Israeli who had been discharged 
from the army as unfit. They de- 
scribed him as “deranged.” 

After the tour bus attack, five of 
the wounded were treated and re- 
leased, Jordanian officials said. Five 
others were hospitalized, one in criti- 
eal condition with both gunshot 
wounds and a stab wound. 

Jordan’s King Hussein, who visited 
the wounded in the hospital, said he 
was shocked by the attack in “our hos- 
pitable nation.” Later Monday, thou- 
sands of demonstrators chanting anti- 
U.S. slogans and waving Islam’s holy 
book, the Koran, marched toward the 
U.S. Embassy. 

Protesters hurled rocks at police, 
who responded with tear gas and billy 
clubs. Police using armored cars and 
other police vehicles sealed off the 
street where the embassy is located. 
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Court bans blocking of abortion clinics 


WASHINGTON — The Supreme Court refused Monday to let an anti-abor- 
tion group block the entrances to abortion clinics in New York. 

It was the second high court setback in two weeks for Operation Rescue. 

The justices’ action was praised by abortion-rights advocates and de- 
nounced by Operation Rescue founder Randall Terry. 

The court left intact an order in which a federal judge permanently banned 
the group’s members from interfering with women entering New York-area 
abortion clinics. 

Operation Rescue members are under similar injunctions in other cities. 

“It’s a tremendous victory,” said Bill Baird, who runs two Long Island 
clinics where demonstrations have occurred repeatedly. : 

“Td like to see the courts go further and assign federal marshals to escort 
women in, just as they escorted blacks into buildings in the 1960s,” he said. 

Terry, in a statement released from Operation Rescue’s office in Bingham- 
ton, N.Y., said, “No court can prohibit us from rescuing babies. These judges 
have joined the heritage of Nazi judges who sanctioned the murders of the 
innocent.” 

The justices took Monday’s action — not a formal ruling but a denial of 
Operation Rescue’s appeal — without comment and without any recorded 
dissenting vote.

Lotus, Novell disagree; merger called off :

Novell, Inc. announced Monday 
that negotiations for merger with Lo- 
tus Development Corp. had col- 
lapsed. 

The merger fell apart when Lotus 
was unexpectedly asked by Novell to 
grant them an equal four-to-four 
board member status, which Novell 
deemed necessary for equal merger 
status, said Novell officials. 

Novell officials said its board of di- 
rectors was not willing to go forward 
without exerting a greater role in the 
management and board composition 
of the combined company. 

Raymond Noorda, Novell’s chair- 
man, president and chief executive, 
said the original plan was to give Lo- 
tus four board members to Novell’s 
three. Upon further discussion, the 
Novell board decided that a four-to- 
four ratio concerning the board of di- 
rectors was needed to. guarantee 
equal merger status, Noorda said. 


Novell will continue to build a con- 
structive alliance with Lotus concern- 
ing software applications which will 
benefit from both companies’ exper- 
tise and experience, Noorda said. 
Just because the merger has not 
taken place doesn’t mean all the ef- 
forts on the part of the two companies 
has been in vain, he said. 

Novell is the leading independent 
provider of open, high-performance 
network computing products, Novell 
officials said. The company’s Net- 
Ware network operating system has 
become a worldwide standard for per- 
sonal computer-based local area net- 
works. 

When asked whether the collapse 


- of the merger would injure the repu- 


tations of the two companies, Noorda 
said, “That is no real concern, and I 
just feel this is a positive thing be- 
cause of the synergy (efforts of the 
two companies) created.” 

Market analysts disagreed, saying 
the merger collapse only solidifies Mi- 
crosoft’s position as a dominant leader 


in the market shared by Novell and 
Lotus. 

“Novell will continue to grow and 
ae additional employees,” Noorda 
said. 

Noorda said future negotiations 
with Lotus in marketing support and 
system areas are open but not pre- 
dictable.

are still being looked at. Novell is nei- 
ther looking to re-open nor close ne- 
gotiations for a merger with Lotus, 
Noorda said.

41 killed and 300 wounded in Kashmir 


SRINAGAR, India — Security forces in Kashmir on Monday opened fire on 
acrowd of 100,000 mourners carrying the body of a slain Moslem leader, killing 
at least 41 people and wounding 300, officials said. 

Earlier Monday an official source in New Delhi, speaking on condition of 
anonymity, gave a different account of the shooting. He said militants opened 
fire on paramilitary troops “and in the cross-fire approximately 20 people were 
killed and 40 were wounded.” 

Witnesses and doctors in Srinagar said 30 bodies and at least 300 people with 
bullet wounds were brought to Soura hospital. Official sources in Srinagar, 
speaking on condition of anonymity, said 41 were killed in the firing. 

Witnesses said about 40 bodies were still on the streets of the Hawal 
neighborhood of Srinagar where the shooting took place. The.city was under

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Pro-Moscow strike fizzled in Estonia 


MOSCOW — A strike by pro-Moscow forces in Estonia failed to win 
widespread support Monday when many workers ignored a call to walk off the 
job in protest of the republic’s independence drive. 

In Lithuania, lawmakers put together a new offer aimed at breaking the 
republic’s deadlock with Moscow. Also Monday, the presidents of Estonia and 
Latvia arrived in Moscow for talks with Kremlin officials, reports said. 

In Estonia, there were conflicting reports on the success of the anti-inde- 
pendence forces’ strike call, but most accounts suggested the walkouts were 
far from crippling. 

Government spokesman Juhan Hindov said pressure for the strikes was 
coming from pro-Moscow administrators at the factories and from the Russian 
Strike Committee, “but people do not want to strike.” 

Sixty-five percent of the republic’s 1.8 million population is Estonian. Rus- 
sians and other minorities in all three Baltic republics complain that they are 
discriminated against as a result of the independence movements.

“Today at least 95 percent of the 
fish in nearby Strawberry Reservoir 
are chubs and suckers,” said Ray Re- 
mund from the Utah Department of 
Wildlife Resources Springville Office. 

Strawberry Reservoir is now open 
for fishing with a 16 fish limit. Straw- 
berry stream will open May 26 with a 
four fish limit. 

The Utah Division of Wildlife Re- 
sources have considered several ap- 
proaches to return Strawberry to one 
of Utah’s premier trout fisheries. The 
most common way to accomplish this 
goal is to eliminate all the chubs and 
suckers and restore tributary habitat 
so that trout can reproduce naturally. 

“The best way to eliminate the 
chubs and suckers is to chemically 
treat the reservoir,” Remund said.

a chemical named _ rotenone. 
Rotenone is a natural substance 
derived from several tropic plants. 
Central and South American natives 
have used these plants for centuries 
to help them collect food.

Rotenone has been tested 
extensively and has been approved by 
the Enviromental Protection 
Agency.

“It is the four-and-five-dollar-an- 
hour cafeteria worker who will be 
harmed by losing other benefits,”

substantial earnings losses after the

“The shorter time period allows the student to do the 
experiment easily and quickly, instead of worrying about 
the mechanics,” Woolley said. It will be possible to do 
more with the experiment in less time, he said. 

Woolley said that at Springville High School, which is 
also switching to micro-scale, an experiment that took 85 
minutes to do once in macro-scale, was completed five 
times in twenty minutes in micro-scale. 

Lab work in micro-scale will also be safer for people who 
are sensitive to smells and fumes, Hinshaw said. 

Hinshaw, who teaches undergraduate organic chem- 
istry at BYU, said using micro-amounts of chemicals will 
force students to be more careful. Because of the greater 
degree of concentration involved, “labs generally run 
more quietly and students tend to pay more attention to 
what they’re doing,” Hinshaw said. 

One concern, said Cannon, is a possible loss of accuracy 
in experiments. Some experiments will be made propor- 
tionately smaller and some will have to be changed en- 
tirely, Cannon said. 

Cannon is devising new experiments and hopes to have 
made the full transition by Fall Semester 1990.

Senior citizen's benefits lost |

About 2,000 local senior citizens 
who need financial and social assis- 
tance will have to go without that 
help, said the director of an area 
agency for the aging. 

Ted L. Livingston, director of Ag- 
ing and Adult Services, said about 
twice as many local senior citizens 
need more help than funding will al- 
low for. 

“About three years ago we serviced 
around 4,000 people. With the federal 
and state budget cuts, we estimate 
being able to help 2,126 people this 
year,” Livingston said. 


He said there are 28,538 citizens j 


who are 60 or older and are living in 
Summit, Wasatch and Utah counties. 

“We provide meals for over 2,000 
seniors. You can safely estimate that 
twice that many may want the meals, 
but we just can’t get the funding,” 
Livingston said. 

The agency has an annual budget of 
$1 million, of which about $700,000 is 
used for the meal program, he said. 
Meals are provided in congregate lo- 
cations, and are also delivered to the 
homes of over 350 residents. 

“We have a screening process 
which we use to determine if there is 
an actual need of the services,” Liv- 
ingston said. 

“Unfortunately, we have to put 
quite a few people on the waiting list. 
They have to be pretty bad off to be 
eligible for the services,”he said. 

Grace Timms, 89, of Provo, is one 
resident who enjoys receiving the de- 
livered meals. 

“T’m not able to cook anymore, so 
it’s nice to have the meals delivered 
here. I just wish they wouldn’t bring 
so much chocolate cake,” she said. 

Timms, who has been in a 
wheelchair for a couple years now, 
finds it nearly impossible to get out 
for food, let alone cook it. 

Some of Timms’ neighbors are not 
able to pay for the meals, which she 
believes are about $1 per meal. 

“T just send a check for about $25; 
exactly how much it costs I’m not 
sure,” Timms said.

Study says acne drug 
halts tumor growth

WASHINGTON — The widely 
used acne drug Accutane appears to 
significantly block the growth of new 
tumors in people being treated for 
smoking-related cancer of the mouth 
and throat, according to a study re- 
leased Monday. 

Although doctors can often initially 
remove all signs of this cancer with 
surgery and radiation, patients face a 
high risk of. recurring tumors else- 
where in their throat and lungs. 

The new research suggests that 
Accutane, an artificial form of vitamin 
A, can prevent the development of 
these second tumors, perhaps by halt- 
ing the progression of smoking-re- 
lated injury to the body. 

“This is a very promising lead,” 
said Dr. Waun K. Hong. “It has the 
potential to prevent second cancers.” 

Hong, now a physician at the M.D. 
Anderson Cancer Center in Houston, 
began the study in 1983 while at the 
Veterans Administration Hospital in 
Boston. He presented his results at 
the annual meeting of the American 
Society of Clinical Oncology.

Shane, the son of Bill and Kris 
Fawson, started school at Oakridge 
when he was four years old, gradu- 
ated in 1988, and has worked there 
ever since, said Mrs. Fawson. 
Oakridge is a self-contained school, 
with all students having some de- 
gree of mental retardation. 

The Special Olympics Summer 
Games begin Thursday at BYU and 
Shane will compete in the back- 
stroke and butterfly swimming 
events. He could have participated 
in more events, but wanted to spend 
the time coaching the soccer team, 
Fawson said. 

He has two medals from interna- 
tional games, winning a silver for the 
25-meter swim in 1979 and a bronze 
for the Utah Soccer team in 1988, she 
said. He brought home a silver 
medal for cross-country skiing at the 
recent games held at Reno-Lake 
Tahoe, Nevada. 

“Shane enjoys bowling, cross- 
country skiing, family things, video 
games, social parties, going to 
movies, anything social,” said Faw- 
son. “He has friends everywhere — 
even at Disneyland we ran into 
someone he knew, and at Yellow- 


stone and the Grand Canyon. “He’sa 
member of our family — dealing with 
a handicap has drawn us together. 
We emphasize both our children’s 
(daughter Heidi is 16) strong points. 
We don’t treat him differently, we 
let him be the best that he can be,” 
she said. Shane went to a segregated 
school, but that’s the only part of his 
life that’s segregated.” 

The entire Fawson family is in- 
volved with Special Olympics. “Spe- 
cial Olympics has been a super outlet 
for our family,” she said. “It empha 
sizes what he ‘can’ do, not what he 
can’t.” 

Mr. Fawson often acts as a timer 
for the games and Mrs. Fawson 
helps with whatever needs to be 
done. 

Heidi has been going to Special 
Olympics ail her life, and has been a 
volunteer since she was old enough 
to help, she said. “She is very sup- 
portive, has been a ‘hugger’ (each 
person competing has their own), 
handed out and originated awards. 
She has worked as a volunteer at 
Oakridge since she was nine,” Faw- 
son said. 

Shane is an active member of the 
Mapleton 10th Ward of The Church 
of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints. 
“He’s kind of the spiritual barometer 
of our ward,” said Bishop J. Kay 
Brooks, “He’s a great young man. 

“He went on a four-day trip to 
Lake Powell with us. The kids love 
him. He goes home teaching and par- 
ticipates in all activities and meet- 
ings. We’ve unofficially made him a 
non-functioning member of the bish- 
opric.
